ST. PETERSBURG, July 21, 4a. m.—The 

British embassy here has protested against 
the seizure of the Peninsular and Oriental 
steamer Malacca and has demanded its re- 
lease, 
The protest was made verbally by Sir 
Charles Hardinge, the British ambassador, 
under telegraphic instructions from Lon- 
don. 

Great Britain, it is stated, does not raise 
the question of the passage of the Darda- 
nelles by vessels of the volunteer fleet, it be- 
ing understood that Great Britain is re- 
luctant to reopen the question of the Dar- 
danelles and that she will not do so unless 
as a last resort. 

The British protest, it is further under- 
stood, denies that the steamer Malacca ¢ar- 
ried contraband of war, and declare that the 
only munitions of war on board were 300 
tons of British government stores for the 
naval establishment at Hongkong, each 
case of which was marked with the broad 
arrow, which is the government stamp. On 
the other hand, it is contended that Russia 
has reason to believe that the Malacca, in 
addition to British government stores, had 
on board munitions intended for Japan. 

It is rumored that the emperor, in an inter- 
view with Count Lamsdorff, the foreign min- 
ister, expressed his displeasure at the turn 
events had taken, and at the po:sibility of 
complications with Great Britain arising ou: 
of the detention of British ships by the Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet steamers in the Red sea. 

This pacific attitude, if the report be cor- 
rect, will doubtless lead to an immediate and 
amicable adjustment of the difficulties. 


| Insists Russia Is Right.

It is a rude awakening to find Russia ina 
position to stop this lucrative business. 

“It is not to be expected, however, that 
any successful performance on the part of 
Russia will meet with approval abroad.”’ 


RUSSIA INDIGNANT, TOO. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The news 
that Great Britain has delivered to Russia 
a protest againat the capture of the Malacca. 
in terms which are believed to be almost 
tantamount to a demand for the immediate 
release of the vessel is not generally known 
here tonight, but this morning’s editorial 
broadside from the London newspapers, re- 
printed here this afternoon, was a sufficient 
warning of the state of the British mind, and 
the public became greatly excited, 

In the hotels and restaurants the war was 
temporarily forgotten and nothing except- 
ing the possibility of complications with 
Great Britain, was talked of. 

The old resentment against Great Britain, 
which had been much ameliorated of late, 
became revived at the mere suggestion that 
‘+ that country was again seeking to balk 
Russia, but the official world, which is 
charged with the responsibility, is keeping 
cool and calm. : 


Russia’s Probable Attitude. 


Provided a blunder had not beea made by 
the eaptain of the St. Petersburg in mistak- 
ing British government stores for contraband 
df war, Russia will probably be prepared to 
maintain the justice of the seizure. but ifa 
mistake bas been made the government 
doubtless will order the Malacca to be set at” 
liberty and pay the bill for its illegal deten- 
tion. 

Aggravates the Situation. 

The unyielding attitude on the part of 
Great Britain at this time in view of the 
deep seated and long standing enmity ex- 
isting in Russia against her, which is now 
likely to be revived with all intensity, would 
be exceedingly unfortunate. It would great- 
ly aggravate the situation and the diplomats 
with one accord deprecate the talk of serious 
international complication. 

All the embassies and legations tele- 
graphed the news to their governments and 
tonight the wires between St. Petersburg 
and Port Said are hot with messages. 

It is authoritatively stated that no de- 
cision has been rendered as to whether the 
Malacca, should the vessel] be held, will be 
taken before a prize court at Libau or Se- 
vastopol, though it is more likely that the 
vessel will be sent to the former place. 

Naturally the city is already filled with 
wild rumors, one of which is to the effect 
that the British Mediterranean squadron is 
about to sail for the Bosporous, but none 
ot these rumors receives serious considera- 


tion. 
Russia Is Prepared. 


Russia seems prepared for any represen- 
tations Great Britain may make on the sub- 
ject of stopping ships in the Red sea.

| Illinois Central Trains Collide 


at Randolph Street Station. 


FIVE PERSONS ARE INJURED. 


Terror Caused Among Passengers and 
Traffic Delayed an Hour. 


A head-on collision of two suburban pas- 
sehger trains at the Illinois Central station 
at Randolph street last evening -wrecked | 
both engines, injured five persons, bruised 
many, and caused terror among passengers. 
Traffic was delayed for more than an hour.

Crash at a Curve. 


The .collision occurred shortly after 8 
o’clock. The incoming train, a Grand Cross- 
ing local, had stopped a short distance south 
of the station awaiting a signa! to proceed. 
When Engineer Beaulieu received the signal 
from Switchtender James Stolfa he started 
his engine. As he approached the curve 
close to the station he saw an outgoing Blue 
Island express approaching at a speed of ten 
miles an hour. 

Both engineers applied the brakes, but the 
trains crashed together, wrecking engines 
and several car platforms and hurling pass- 
engers from their seats. Both engineers re- 
mained at their posts, while both train crews 
made every effort to quiet the passengers. 


Dispute as to Blame. . 

The engineers say that Switchtender 
Stolfa signaled both to go ahead. The 
switchtender maintains: the accident was 
caused by the engineers failing to heed his 
signal to stop. An investigation, will be 
made today and an effort will be made to 
place the blame. 

The wreck occurred directly beneath the 
Randolph street viaduct.

Men Gain Two Chief Points, 


This agreement was declared satisfactory 
by all the interests concerned before it was 
approved and signed. It is in the nature 
of a compromise, although at least two of 
the chief contentions of President Donnelly 
of the union are gained by him. One con- 
tract will apply to the workers in all plants 
in all cities. A wage scale will be madé 
for the unskilled men, the laborers, whose 
cause was one of the principal grounds of 
dispute in the controversy. 

‘The labor leaders in the peace conference 
were united in the opinion that, as the strike © 
has been remarkable for the discipline 
shown by the men and the absence of vio- 
lence of serious nature, so the settlement is 
of greatest importance. Not since she strike 
of the anthracite coal miners in Pennsyl- 
vania has there been a labor struggie in- 
volving so many men or so vitally affecting 
one of the necessaries of life. Reference of 
the differences to arbitration after so short 
a contest was regarded as a triumph for . 
peaceful methods in the adjustment of labor 
troubles. 

Expect Two Years’ Agreement. 

The life of the agreement that will be 
entered into on the decision of the arbitra-: 
tion board will be determined with the giv- 
ing of that award, President Donnelly ex- 
pressed the hope that it would run for at 
least two years, so that more lasting peace. 
might be assured the industry. » Bs 

One formality remained last night before 
the agreement should be finally ratified. 
This was the approval of it by the members 
of the executive committee of the butcher 
workmen's union. Mr. Donnelly telegraphed 
these members asking them to give him their 
approval promptiy. The commanding po- 
sition of the president in the labor organiza- 
tion made it almost absolutely certain that 
his request will receive unanimous compll- 


ance, 
“Closed Shop” Ignored. 

One unusual feature of the controversy ts 
that the men have never asked or been given 
a “closed shop” agreement. The union 
merely demanded that the employers enter 
into a contract with it which should stipulate 
the wages and conditions under which its 
members should work. Most of the employés 
of the companies belong to the union.

The conference in which the peace terms 
were agreed to came as the result of the 
mediation of the teamsters, stationary fire.

Representatives of these or 
ganizations wrote the packers Tuesday 
evening asking a joint meeting in which 
the strikers and the employers once more 
could go over their differences In the hopes 
of arriving at a settlement. The note was 
delivered to them at the office of Armour & 
Co. by George F. Golden of the packing 
house teamsters. The unions previously 
had pledged their word that if nothing came 
of the attempt to reopen negotiations they - 
would go out in sympathetic strikes in sup. 
port of the butchers. 


Answer of the Packers. 
The employers met in the morning and 
prepared this answer, which was sent to

“Why, that would be discriminating 
against the members of your own organiza- 
tion,” one of the packers said to the president 
of the union. 


Other Differences Settled.

The two first named | 
shall meet within*forty-eight hours after resump- 
tion of work, proceed to elect the third member, and 
shall meet dally for that purpose until this duty 
has been completed. When the third me has 
been selected the three shall meet daily un! ad- 
journment be had by unanimous consent until the 
final conclusion has been réached and the award 
made, Any former employé not reémployed within 
forty-five days from date when work is resumed to 
have the privilege of submitting his or her case 
to arbitration, on question of discrimination, de- 
cision of arbitrators to govern.

Sees Victory for the Men. 

The president of the butcher workmien then 
gave out the foliowjng statement: 

regard the settlement as a substantial 
victory for the butcher workmen. Of course 
we made concessions; as we have been ready 
to accept anything reasonable from the first. 

“The advantages which we gained are 
these: The strike was called primarily 
through the refusal of the packers to make. 
agreements with unskilled labor. Under the 
terms of the settlement. <he arbitration 
award must apply to all men on strike, which 
means agreements for all unskiled mep. For 
years the butcher workmen have endeavored 
to get agreements that would apply to all 
the packing centers controlled by the Chi- 
cago packers. ‘We have won on that point, 
as the award must apply to other houses 
owned by the big packers. ees 


Can Attend to Nonunion Men. — 


“ The retaining of the nonunion men by the: 
rackers is a minor point with us. In fact, we 
cid not insist on the discharge of such men. 
We can attend to that. The packers need 
our men, and will reinstate them all withou« 
discrimination. I sincerely hope that the 
strike will prove a valuable lesson to both, 
and that peace and good feeling may prevail 
in vhe packing plants for years to come. I 
am giad the trouble has been settled without 
any violence, and I believe it has fully dem- 
onstrated the discipline of our organization.”’ 

In regard fo the life of the prospective con- 
tract to be entered into on the finding of the . 
arbitration board, Donnelly said he hoped it 
would be two years. “ This is a disastrous 
business,” he said, “ for both, and we do not 
want it repeated.” 

Other details, such as when the wages es- 
tablished by arbitration shall go Into effect, 
will be determined later with the assistance 
et the board. 


Original Offers of Both’Sides. 


At the expiration of the old agreement be- 
tween the packers and the butcher workmen 
on May 23 the negotiations began, the termi- 
ration of which led to the strike settied yes- 
terdax. The union asked for the following: 

The establishment of a uniform wage scale ‘in 
all plants controlled by the Chicago companies. 

The maximum scale paid in any establishment 
in any city to be the minimum of the new agree- 
ment. 

Unskilled workers to receive a minimum of 18% 
events an hour. 

The employers replied with the following 
offer: 


The agreement to aprly to skilled men and 
those unskilled workers in the killing, cutting, 
casing, and beef loading departments; other la- 


unskilled men included in ccntract to be 17% cents 
ar, hour. 
| Present wages to be continued for skilled men. 


Strike Takes Place as Ordered. 

The last conference in regard to these 
propositions was held on July 1. A few days 
later President Donnelly of the union wrote 
the packers that unless they,made a better 
offer the men would strike at noon July 12. 
On the evening of July 11 the packers re- 
plied, proposing arbitration. Donnelly de- 
clared the offer came too late. The strike 
occurred according to schedule in nine cities, 
and nearly 50,000 men quit. 

At the suggestion of the Ilinois state 


ference of the packers on July 13, and the 
meeting was held the following day. Noth- 
ing was accomplished: The letter writing 
stage of the contest came next, representa- 
tives of cach side conducting long range ne- 
gqtiations through this medium. In «the 
meantime the owners of the plants scoured | 
the country for nonunion men to work in 
their establishments, and the union leaders 
directed their energies to exhorting their 
members to “stick” and to’ refrain from 
acts of violence. 

At the prospect that the other packing 
house trades would become involved in sym- 
pathetic strikes, these unions on Tuesday 
entered the field and ed the butchers and 
the employers to hold a joint meeting with 
them. It was at this session that peace was 
declared. 


SMALL RIOT .ARKS FINAL DAY. 


Seven Negroes Are Attacked by Strike 
Sympathizers as They Are 
Leaving Stockyards. 


.A small sized riot marked the final day of 
the strike, when 400 idle men atttacked 
seven negroes who left the yards at 6 o'clock 
in the evening by the main gate. J. C. 
Porter, a negro, entered the yards, stating 
that he ‘was detailed by the commanding 
officer of the Eighth regiment of the Na- 
tional Guard, now in camp at Springfield, 
to take back six deserters, who had found 
employment at the Armour plant. 

As he was attempting to board a Root 
street car with the deserters the crowd at- 
tacked them. Porter displayed a revolver to 
keep back the assailants, but did not shoot. 
A riot call was sent in and the stockyards 
police rescued the negroes. ‘No arrests were 
made. 

It was reported that Fred Bowra and Dave 
Thompson, cattle buyers for Armour & Co., 
who have been working as strike breakers 
in the packing house, were slugged by union 
sympathizers. George Johnson, a fegro, | 
was attacked by a crowd at Root and Butler 
streets in the morning. ied

MAKE NEW OFFER 


Aldermen Propose “Commuted 
_ Franchise” Term of Thir- 
teen Years. 3 


LOOK FOR A. REFUSAL. 


Attorney Bliss -Says “Rubicon 
Has Been Reached” in 
Negotiations. 


_The local transportation committee made 
a new move in the traction muddle yester- 
day by offering the Chicago City railway 
company a “commuted franchise term of 
thirteen years,” duri which the company 
should pay a less co nsation than in the 
remain! en years of the proposed grant: 
and be frée from the possfbility of munici- 
pal pur¢hase. It is feared that further ne- 
gotiations will be complicated by the receipt 
of a qualified refusal on the part of the com- 
pany at today’s session. : ' 

In a speech delivered previous to the sub- 
mission of the committee’s proposition, Col. 
E. R. Bliss made the unexpected claim that 
the town of Lake franchises held by the 
south side company were under the ninety- 
nine year act and followed this up with a 
velled threat of breaking off negotiations 
unless the city yielded some points in the 
matter of compensation and duration of the 


tentative franchise. 


Reach the Traction Rubicon. 

‘We have now reached the Rubicon,”’ said 
the traction attorney. ‘** We must determine 
whether our dispute is to be. amicably set- 
tled or whether we must appeal to a third 
arbiter. My contention is that if the city 
asks conditions under which the company 
cannot operate with a profit we might as 
well seek the aid of the courts now as go 
into bankruptcy ten years hence.”’ 

Col. Bliss then submitted figures made by 
the company’s experts showing their idea 
of the proper duration of the “‘ commuted ” 
term. Figuring on the basis of the recent 
ninety-nine year act decision of Judge Gross- 
cup it was stated that the City railway com- 
pany had held 17.27 miles of street for fifty- 
four years and that the average life of the 
system was a little over fifteen years. Fig- 
uring on the extreme life of the town of 
Lake ordinances, Col. Iss claimed 4 total 
of forty-two miles of track for fifty-four 
years, giving an average term of unexpired 
life of twenty-seven years. This claim, 
which is larger than any heretofore made, 
the speaker described as ‘‘ ammunition for 
litigation when the company shall have 
ceased to play good and be forced into the 
courts,.”’ 

The “commutation’”’ terms figured by 
George A, Yuille. which were taken up by 
the aldermen immediately after the con- 
clusion of Col. Bliss’ speech, showed in each 
case a shorter duration than that reached 
by the street railway people. é 


Figures Give Different Results. 


On the basis which gave the soyth side ex- 
rerts a total of fifteen as the average unex- 
pired life, . Yullle was able to figure out 
but ten yea The extreme town of Lake 
estimate of Col. Bliss was twenty-seven 
years, but the committee’s mathematician 
took the same basis of estimate and put the 
“commuted” term at twenty-two years. 

The committee adopted a ‘‘ compromise ”’ 
commuted.term; which was offered to Col. 
Bliss by Chairman Foreman in the following 
words: 

“For the purpose of compromise the com- 
mittee is willing to consider an ordinance for 
a term (which shall be in commutation of 
everything) not to exceed thirteen years, 4 
which shall include the period of construc- 
tion, upon this condition, that there shall be 
compensation paid from the beginning of the 
grant; the further condition being that a 
emaller compensation shall be agreed on for 
the commuted period and a larger compensa- 
tion paid if the occupancy continues beyond 
the commuted period.”’

BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 


Commends Parker for His Tele- 
gram and Asks Demo- 
crats to Be Loyal. 


ACT WAS MASTER STROKE. 


Conference at Esopus Decides the 
Candidates Will Be Noti- 
fied Separately. 


New York, July 20.—(Special.]—‘ Steady, 
Democrats, Steady.”’ is the title of an article 


by Grover Gleveland which will be printed | 


in Collier's for July 23. In it Mr. Cleveland 
lauds the action of Judge Parker in sending 
his.‘ gold telegram ”’ to the St. Louis con- 
vention and expresses his satisfaction with 
the platform and the outlook as follows: 
‘If some times during the last week those 
most earnestly and prayerfully solicitus for 
the complete restoration of the democratic 
party to health and sanity have felt de- 
pressed by certain convention incidents re- 
lating to the money question, it is certainly 
now time for them and all who love true de- 
mocracy to calmly survey the situation as 
it appears since the dust and swelter of con- 
vention controversy have passed away. 


Outlook Full of Hope. 

“Such a survey is full of congratulation 
and hope. In the first place it creates the 
assurance that the national democracy as 
an organization has been freed from the 
financial delusions that have made it weak 
and has entered upon a period of old time 
vigor and strength. This is too apparent 
for denial. 

“ No action of democracy’s representatives 
assembled in the late convei{ion can be con- 
strued in any other way than as an acknow!l- 
edgment of the establishment of the gold 
standard and a willing pledge to its majn- 
tenance. This condition should of itself be 
sufficient to so fill our measure of satisfac- 
tion as to cause us to forget any fears or 
trepidation that may have vexed us during 
the days just past. 


‘Coming of a Leader. 
“ At a critical momeht the sun scattered 
every evil portent. In this time of fear and 


gloom a leader came to the democratic hosts. - 


A quiet, able, reserved man had been se- 
lected as the democracy’s candidate for the 
piesidency. While the democratic rank and 
file trembled and waited, the voice of this 
Guiet, reserved, and able man rang out above 
all convention clamor, drowning the royster- 
cus hum of convention diplomacy. In tones 
of authority and leadership the message 
went forth. 
**T believe that no \nan ever did so much 
for the cause, and in so many directions, in 
s short a time and in so compact a form, as 
was done by our candidate when he sent his 
message to the St. Louls convention. Let 
the democratic lines be steadied at every 
point, and let our splendid leadership be fol- 
lowed with genuine democratic zeal and 
stubborness.”’ 


Gorman Still a Possibility. 

There is a belief among the democratic pol- 
iticilans who yet linger about the Hoffman

LONDON, July 21, 3 a. m.—Lord Lans-

St. Petersburg, Sir Charles Hardinge, has 
addressed to the Russian government a 
strongly worded protest against the seizure 
of the P. and O. steamship Malacca and a 
request for the veseel’s immediate release. 

Meanwhile, the Malacca has been detained 
at Port Said pending official instructions. 

According to a Reuter dispatch from St. 
Petersburg, which reports the steps taken by 
the British government, “ the protest in con- 
clusion informs the Russian government 
that a serious situation is involved” 


England Wants Satisfaction. 

According to the Daily Express, which yor: 
terday predicted that “strong measures” 
would be taken by the British foreign office, 
the attitude indicated by Lord Lansdowne’s 
protest will be firmly maintained by the 
British government, which is determined to 
obtain full satisfaction from Russia. At the 
same time every diplomatic formality and 
the most punctilious courtesy is being ob- 
served. 

It is felt that the situation in which Russia 
is now placed entitles her to more than ordi- 
nary consideration, beset on all sides as she 
is by difficulties and dangers. 

The British government, however, has fully 
decided that no matter what happens the 
Malacca shall not be allowed to be taken to 
Sevastopol or to any other Russian port. 


Gravity of the Situation. 
The gravity of this decision is fully appre- 


ciated, but the government feels that the 


whole nation is at its back, and will not give 
way until Russia has given a satisfactory 


explanation and agreed to pay full compen- 


sation to the Peninsula and Oriental com- 
pany. 

According to the Daily Mail, the diplo- 
matic crisis has become more serious in view 
of the continued silence of the Russian gov- 
ernment. This newspaper prints a special 
@ispatch from Port Said stating that when 
the Malacca was seized its captain nailed the 
British flag to the mast, and that it wastorn 
down by the Russians. The captain of the 
Malacca was threatened, and attempts were 
made to bribe the crew to give information 
as to the cargo. 

The captain ‘complains that a further in- 
fraction of international law was committed 
by the steamer St. Petersburg, as the seizure 
of the Malacca was effected in territorial 
waters. It also appears that the St. Peters- 
burg emerged from the Suez canal flying the 
Red Cross flag. 

As a result of Russian action insurance 
rates on British vessels trading to the far 
east are now twice or three times what they 
were a week ago. 


British Fleet Is 


British naval authorities in the Mediter- 
ranean are believed to have received instruc- 
tions to take possession of the Malacca and 
the Mediterranean fleet moved east on Mon- 
day. It is being followed by the cruisers and 
destroyers which were left behind at Malta 
and by the armored cruiser Lancaster, which 
sailed at midnight under sealed orders. 

Another Malta special to the Daily Mail 
says: 

** His majesty’s steamship Vulcan was hur- 
riedly dispatched east at midnight. It was 
selected because of having steam up.

Takes a Quieter Tone. 

The Morning Post does not think it becomes 
Great Britain to be too sensitive when she 
is neutral, for every limitation of the rights 
of belligerents will be a restriction on her 
in case she should have to defend herseif. 
The objection to the seizure of the Malacca 
is that for Great Britain to acquiesce in it 
would be for her to acquiesce in the tearing 
up of the treaty of London of 1871, and that 
at a time when her clear duty as a neutral 
is to maintain that treaty intact.

ANOTHER STEAMER SEIZED?

9 the St. Petersburg passed through the Suez 
canal flying the Red Cross flag. 
It is reported that the Peninsular and Ori- 


ental company refused to allow the Malacca 
to take a quantity of galvanized wire, 700 
cases of horseshoes, and 200 cases of alu- 
minium cooking utensils for the Japanese 
army. Those were afterwards shipped on a 
German vessel which passed through the 
Red sea without molestation. 


Alarming Fleet Rumors. 

Special dispatches from Malta give alarm- 
ist accounts of the hurried departure from 
that port of the British cruiser and torpedo 
squadrons. As these movements were pub- 
licly announced before the seizure’ of the 
Malacca, their significance does not savor 
of the sensational, though their presence at 
Suez or thereabouts may eventually have no 
little bearing on the situation. 

According to a Daily Mail dispatch from 
Port Said the Malacéa is in charge of a Rus- 
sian midshipman, an announcement which 
gives rise to much British naval reminis- 
cence, many present British admirals having 
helped to precipitate serious conflicts before 
they were admitted to the wardroom. 


Europe with Great Britain. 

Opinion in the capitals of Lurope supports 
Britishattitude with remarkable unanim- 
ity. This is most striking in the case of 
popular opinion in Germany, which was con- 
siderably irritated by the seizure of the 
mails on the German steamer Prinz Heinrich, 
and where there is no objection to seeing 
Great Britain draw chestnuts out of the 
fire in behalf of German commerce. It is 
needless to say, however, the Kaiser’s gov- 
ernment does not display the least intention 
of translating these popular sympathies into 
diplomatic action. Indeed, it seeks through 
the official press to inculcate the nation with 
the wisdom of observing quiet and reserve 
in regard to events in the Red sea, but it is 
generally stated that Chancellor von Bilow, 
nevertheless, is alive to the gravity of the sit- 
uation and is watching it with closest atten- 
tion. 


MALACCA HELD AT PORT SAID.

PORT SAID, July 20.—The P. & O. steam- 
ship Malacca, which arrived here today fly- 
ing the Russian flag and manned by forty- 
five Russians, has been detained here by 
the Suez canal authorities pending the re- 
ceipt of instructions, 

The British captain and his crew were 
held on board as prisoners, and an armed 
guard blocked the gangway of the vessel, 
Later in the day the crew was set at liberty 
and Capt. Street immediately sailed for Lon- 
don on the steamer Osiris to report to the 
British government. 

The passengers on the Malacca were trans- 


ferred to the P. and O. steamer Marmora. 


FRENCH OFFICIALS SURPRISED.

out precedent since the Crimean war, 

Even the most ‘conservative, who have been 
in the service of the government for many 
years and who openly deplored the haste with 
which they thought Great Britain had 


| plunged into the Transvaal war, tonight 


frankly declared for a policy of reprisal 
against what is regarded here as Russia's 
Violation of treaties and her piratical at- 
tack on Britigh commerce. 


Storm of Indignation. 

The warlike tone/of such papers as the 
Times, the Standard, the Morning Post, and 
the Daily Telegraph, which, in national 
crises, hitherto almost invariably advised 
caution, has had its inevitable effect. There 
has been stirred up a storm of indignation 
among all classes in the united kingdom, and 
the strength of which the government itseif 
can scarcely gauge. 

Those who deplored the outbreak of the 
war between Japan and Russia, and insisted 
publicly and privately that Great Britain, 
crippled financially after her south African 
experiences, must not, at all costs, be drawn 
into the far eastern struggle, are now 
amongst the most outspoken champions of a 
‘physical force that will prevent the repeti- 
tion of the Malacca incident in the Red sea. 


Officials in Despair. 

Those few officials at the foreign office 
who are in full possession of all the details 
of Great Britain's desire to arrive at an 
entente with Russia are in despair. They 
realize that the policy so carefully fostered 
by King Edward and Foreign Minister Lans- 
downe would now be indignantly repudiated 
by all parties in the house of commons and 
involve with the public the downfall of any 

inistry advocating it. 

Every nerve will be strained, however, by 
the foreign office to secure from Russia an 
explanation that will pacify the aggrieved 
feelings of the British public, and no step 
will be taken officially that will tend to 
prejudice subsequent diplomatic negotia- 
tions looking to the settlement of all Im- 
portant questions now outstanding between 
Russia and Great Britain. 

However, there is expressed at the foreign 
office and elsewhere almost poignant regret 
that Russia, rightly or wrongly, should have 
taken up the position evinced by the action 
of: her volunteer cruisers in the Red sea. 


Has Tried to Be Neutral. 

Lord Lansdowne’s policy since the first 
whisper of war between Japan and Russia 
reached Downing street, has been one of 
consistent neutrality. 

When the outbreak came it was a matter 
for no little congratulation, as frequently 
pointed out in these dispatches, that Great 
Britain had kept herself free from all en- 
tanglements, thanks chiefly to the hurrying 
on of the Anglo-French entente, on the 
strength of which the diplomats .of both 
nations concerned believed they would. be 
able to be detached spectators of the strug- 
gle in the far east. 

The unlooked for developments in the Dar- 
danelles and the Red sea embarrass Lord 
Lansdowne more than the circumstances 
themselves would indicate. The govern- 
ment, weakened by internal dissensions, 
could scarcely stand for a day against a 
popular demand for reprisals against Rus- 
sia, and this danger is being assiduously 
fostered by leading government newspapers. 

The news that there may be-+an amicable 
adjustment of the difficulties as the result of 
an interview between Emperor Nicholas and 
Count Lamsdorff. given in a dispatch from 
St. Petersburg. is not yet known to the 
British public and press.

MRS. MAYBRICK 


FINALLY FREED. 


Woman. Once Sentenced to 
Death and Then to Life 
Term Set at Liberty. 


IN PRISON FOR 15 YEARS. 


Leaves Convent in Truro, Corn- 
wall, to Join Mother Await- 
ing Her in France. 


TRURO, Cornwall, England, July 20.— 
Mrs. Florence Maybrick is free. She left 
here at 11:43 a. m. today on her way to 
France. 

Mrs. Maybrick, who wae Florence Eliza- 
beth Chandler of Tennessee, was married 


to James Maybrick of Liverpool in 1881, and |. 


after a few years of unhappy married life . 
Maybrick died. Physiciane said his death 
was the result of arsenical polsoning and 
his wife was accused of the crime She was 
tried and found guilty of murder and sen- 
temced to death, but the sentence was com- 


muted to imprisonment, and, finally after’ 


fifteen years of prison life, she was set free. 

Mrs. Maybrick’s imprisonment terminated 
in the convent of the Sisterhood of the 
Epiphany in this little town, with the black 
reobed sisters uttering their blessings and 
good wishes for her future. With two com- 
panions Mrs. Maybrick entered the carriage 
of Miss Dalyimple, secretary of the sister- 
hood, and was driven rapidly to Staustell, a 


small station fourteen miles away; where, - 


after exchanging good-bys with her com- 
panions, she boarded a train and started on 
her journey to France, She will not go to 
America until her presence there Is consid- 
ered imperatively necessary. 


' First Colors in Fifteen Years. 


When Mrs. Maybrick left her peaceful re- 
treat this morning she was dressed in gray, 
she wore a white boa around her neck, and 
she had a gray hat with flowers upon her 
whitened head. These garments were sent 
by her mother, the baroness de Roques, and 
were the first colors worn by Mrs. Maybrick 
since her imprisonment fifteen years ago. 

The greatest secrecy was thrown about 
Mrs. Maybrick’s departure. Mother Superior 
Julian of the convent said that under in- 
structions she must refer all inquiries to 
the home office. Others at the convent were 
equally uncommunicative. 

At the railroad station orders were issued 
forbiddjng the employés to discuss Mrs. May- 
brick or even ve admit that she was at the 
convent. 


Object of Interest. 

The little town has taken a deep intérest 
in this international figure. Crowds daily 
stood at the iron gates of the grounds, wait- 
ing for Mrs. Maybrick to appear, but they 
were rarely rewarded, she going out only 
when.the road was reported clear. 

When Mrs. Maybrick first arrived here 
she was kept under strict surveillance, never 
leaving the convent walls. Subsequently 
she was allowed to walk in the quiet streets 
and country lanes. Those who have séen 
the published portraits of Mrs. Maybrick 
soon got to recognize the black robed woman, 


with black bonnet and flowing strings, and — 
gave her kindly greetings, which frequetitly 


passed unnoticed, Mrs. Maybrick seeking, so 


far as possible, \to avoid the attention of the. 


curious. 


Her time at the convent was tanita up by” 


sewing, reading, and chatting with the sia- 
ters, endearing herself to them by many acta 
showing that even the many years of servi- 
tude at Aylesbury prison had been unable te 
stamp out her kindly disposition: 


Months in Convent Happy Ones. : 


Those who have talked with Mrs. Maybriock 
say in the main that. the five months spent 
at Truro were happy ones. She was com- 
relled to observe the rules of the sisterhood 
strictly, as the sisters were required to carry 
out the regimen of the prison, but the rules 
were not enforced by warders hardened by 
cegntact with criminals, but by friendly sis- 
ters, who have been companions as well ag 


guardians, and Mrs. Maybrick expressed her 


gratitude to them on her departure. 

After her departure it was said by a sister 
at the convent that Mrs. Maybrick had given 
ro trouble whatever, and that her conduct 
had been most exemplary, she observing 
without question all the regulations. . fhe 
bad not asked for and had not been given 
unusual favors. | 

Is Freed on Conditions. 

Mrs. Maybrick is not freed uncond 
She is out on ticket-of-leave, but to all po 
tents she is as free as any other person, can 
go where she will, and will not have to make. 
a report to the British authorities, as once 
Mrs. Maybrick is abroad she will be outeide 
British jurisdiction. 

The baroness de Roques has made prepara- 
tions at Rouen for Mrs. Maybrick’s arrival 
at her quiet home there, where she will be-. - 
gin a new life. 


FRANCE SENDS ULTIMATUM. 


Vatican Must Withdraw Demand op 
Bishops or Relations Will Be 
Severed. 


PARIS, July 20.—The text of Foreign Min- 
ister Delcasse’s note addressed to the vati- 
can was communicated to the counell of 
ministers today. It creates a decisive issue. 

The contents of M. Delcasse’s note are 
semi-officially stated to be as follows: 

The French government asks for the with- 
drawal pure and simple of the letters the 
vatican addressed to the bishops of Laval 
and Dijon asking for their resignations, 
which are considered to be a breach of the 
concordat, as France had not previously 
been consulted relative to the dismissal of 
the bishops. 

In default of a compliance the holy see 
is advised that the pontifical nuncio at 
Paris will receive his passports and that re- 
lations will be severed. 

The Journal des Debats characterizes the 
note as an ultimatum and says that unless: 
entire satisfaction is given a. complete rup- 
ture will follow immediately, the person- 
nel of the French embassy to the vatican 
being withdrawn simultaneously with the 
delivery of the passports to the nuncio. 

The vatican’s answer has not yet been re- 
ceived. -It is expected that the question will 
be maturely considered before an answer is 
given. Therefore the council does not ah- 
ticipate a Cetermination of the issue before 
August. 

The officials incline to the belief that a 
rupture is inevitable, as unofficial advices 
from Rome indicate that the vatican does 
not intend to comply with the request to 
withdraw the letters calling for the resigna- 
ation of the bishops. *

Big Ditch to Cut Through Center of 
‘Grounds, Leaving the Clubhonse Ma- 
‘rooned on Hillstde—Organisation 

i Had Recently Moved to Present Lo- 
cation and Spent $25,000 on Improve- 
ments--Winnetka Wants Drainage— 
Work on Calumet Channel to Begin. 


The exact route to be taken by the new 
north shore branch of the drainage canal, 
as made public yesterday by the sanitary 
trustees, will cut directly through the cen- 
ter of the Evanston Golf club grounds from 
north to south.» As the right of way for the 
channel is to be at least 500 feet wide, with 
a ditch 120 feet in width and high banks of 
dirt thrown on either side, it is expected 
that the club will be wiped out of existence 
in its present location. | 

It was only a year ago that the golfing 
organization moved.to the grounds on the 
pretty hillside just west of Sheridan road 
and built a new clubhouse. It spent $25,000 
in improvements. The former grounds at 
the west end of Greenleaf street were aban- 
doned permanently. | 


Too Much Hazard for Golfe 

The best golfers in the club could not hope 
to ‘‘ carry.”’ the new drainage channel on hia 
lengest “* drive,”’ and all the niblicks in the 
clubhouse lockers would not get him out of 
the dirt heaps and rocks that will be thrown 
up by the ditch diggers. The clubhouse is at 
the eastern end of the grounds, and the 
channel is to run within 100 feet of the door 
io the west. As the right of way will extend 
to the tracks of the Chicago and Milwaukee 
electric road, it will make useless all but the 
four hdles of the course west of these tracks 
and will cut off this part of the grounds from 
access to the clubhouse. 

The channel will.extend north from ‘the 
golf grounds along Second streetin Wilmette 
to Central avenue, where the entrance to the 
lake is made. 


Hits Station at Central Street. 
South of the golf grounds the right of way 
will pass through the property now ocupied 
by the old Liewellyn Park station of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road at Cen- 
tral street. That building will have to be 
removed. Two blocks below Central street 
it will turn directly to the southwest and 
cross the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
way tracks between Grant and Noyes 
streets, ‘ 
At Emerson street it will curve to the 
south and take a straight course along the 
west. side of McDaniel avenue to the Indian 
boundary line. Here it will sweep slightly 


along North Albany avenue within the Chi- 
cago city limits to Lawrence avenue, where 
tne junction with the nort&s branch of the 
Chicago river is made. 


Winnetka Wants Drainage. 


A letter from F. E. Herdman, superintend- 
ent of public works of Winnetka, was re- 
ceived by the drainage board, asking that 
a hearing be given to that village before 
the north shore route was finally adapted. 
The board replied, inviting representatives 
of Winnetka to attend next Wednesday. 


To Begin on Calumet Channel. 
An ordinance was passed providing for 
the construction of that portion of the Cal- 
umet drainage channel fom the main canal 
at Sag to Blue Island. he width is to be 
ninety feet at the bottom with vertical sides 
through rock, and seventy feet at the bot- 
tom and side slopes of three feet vertical to 
five feet horizontal through earth. The 
depth and grade are to be sufficient to insure 
a flow of twenty-two feet of water.

THE DARDANELLES. 

The history of the Dardanelles began 
more than 2,500 years ago, when Leander 
lost his life trying to swim from Abydos 
to Sestos with Hero, the priestess of Aphro- 
dite, awaiting him. It has never ceased 
®ince that time to pay a high annual rate 
of interest on its capital stock of gossip. 
‘An especially large dividend was declared 
yesterday when Sir Charles Hardinge, the 
English ambassador at St. Petersburg, con- 
veyed to the Russian government an earnest 
protest against the behavior of the Russian 
war vessels which, having passed the Dar- 
danelles in apparent violation of treaty regu- 
lations, have been giving annoyance to Eng- 
lish traffic in the Red sea. 

The reason for the existence of treaty régu- 
lations for the governance of the passage of 
the Dardanelles does not become clear until 
it is remembered that for some time previous 
to the Russian advance during the eighteenth 
century the Black sea was entirely sur- 
rounded by Turkish territory and the Dar- 
danelles, which is the entrance to the Black 
sea from the Mediterranean, was therefore 
entirely and indisputably within exclusive 
Turkish jurisdiction. The Black sea could 
not at that time be regarded as an interna- 
tional possession in the sense in which the 
phrase international possession can be ap- 
plied, for instance, to the Atlantic ocean. It 
was not a part of the “main.” It was a 

Turkish lake. 

When, however, Russia pushed her 


more potent than rules and regula- 


- frontier down to the Black sea coast an in- 


ternational status was established and the 
annexation of the Black sea to the “ main” 
was prognosticated. Then treaty regula- 
tions intervened. By the treaty of Unkiar 
Skelessi in 1833 Turkey undertook, when- 
ever Russia was at war, to close the Dar- 
danelles to the war vessels of other nations. 
The other nations objected. Their objec- 
tions led to the rule of 1840, which was that 
the Dardanelles should be closed to the war 
vessels of all nations at all times except 
when Trkey itself was engaged in an inter- 
national conflict. The treaty of Paris, jn 
1856, being imposed on Russia at the end 
of the Crimean war, contained nothing to 
mitigate the rule of 1840 in her favor. As 
far, therefore, as the paper records go, Rus- 
sia is today forbidden to send war ryessels 
from the Black sea into the Mediterranean. 
But she has sent the two vessels of the 
volunteer fleet which have made seizures in 
the Red sea. She contends that they went 


» through the Dardanelles as merchantmen 


and subsequently were converted into cruis- 
ers. 

Here is one of the questions involved in 
the tapture of the English steamer Malacca. 
Ip the rule of 1840, confirmed by the treaty 
of Paris, obsolete? It may well be. A 
péwerful, civilized nation like Russia cap- 
vot forever be kept in subjection to arbitrary 
regulations designed to deprive it of the 
opportunity’ to reach the high seas from 
ports which are so large and so important 
that they demand the high seas as their 
logical complement. | 

The other question involved is also amen- 
able to peaceful settlement. The Russians 
have seized the Mala How can anybody 
tell at present whether the Malacca did or 
did not contain contraband of war? It it 
did contain contraband.of war the right of 


' the Russians to seize it is beyond dispute. 


A neutral flag cannot protect goods intended 
for the aid and comfort of belligerents. If 
the Malacca did not contain contraband of 


make amends. It is dificult for the most 
cautious naval officer to exercise that tick- 
, lish right of search withont giving éccasion 
for a protest, every now. and then. The 
Russian sea officers have had no experience 
and are liable to make mistakes in hunting 
after goods which are contraband of war. 
So did English officers a century ago when 
they did much searching and seizing of cop- 
traband goods. Vessels sailing under the 
British flag have seldom been interfered 
with. ‘The present experience is a novel and 
irritating one, and creates al] the more com- 
motion because British feeling is anti-Rus- 
sian. 

Unless either Russia or England desires 
war there is little reason why war should 
come. There Have been protests, but no 
ultimatums. The situation has not passed 
out of the hands of the diplomats. 7

He is quite excusable if he thinks that Mr.

puted questions.” Is this kind—even if 
true? 

Perhaps in the remote future prominent 
party men will become so impartial and can- 
did, so conscious of their responsibility to 
people who look to them for sound advice 
that they will specify the weak points of a 
nominee or of his platform as unhesitatingly 
as they proclaim the good points. That de- 
sirable day has not come yet, and Judge 
Parker may be excused if he is ruffled be- 
cause Mr. Bryan is so judicial in his state- 
ments about the ticket. 

Judge Parker has a judicial mind, but he 
cannot be pleased to see Mr. Bryan placing 
his virtues in one scale and his shortcomings 
in another and proclaiming that on the 
whole, all things considered, the former 
rather outweigh the latter, and that he is 
accepted as a nominee on probation. Judge 
Parker can properly say to Bryan, “Call 
you that backing your friends? A plague 
upon such backing.” ; 

The “unprejudiced observer” cannot 
help thinking that if Judge Parker is de 
feated Mr. Bryan will shed no tears, and 
will at once publicly ascribe the defeat of a

ALIEN PAUPERS AND CRIMINALS. 

The commissioner general of immigration 
reports that there were in the prisons, in- 
sane asylums, and poorhouses of this coun- 
try during the first four months of the year 
44,582 aliens who have been in the United 
States less than five years. Of these 28,939 
are males and’ 15,643 females. There are 
20,279 insane and 14,604 paupers. Of the 
inmates of prisons 3,995 are confined for 
grave offenses. 

These disagreeable figures show some of 
the evil consequences of unchecked and un- 
sifted immigration. Of course poverty and 
insanity may befall aliens who were sane 
and self-supporting when they landed on 
these shores. The man who led a blameless 
life in his old home and comes here with a 
good record may fall into crithinal ways. 
But the number. of insane, criminals, and 
paupers among the immigrants of the last 
five years’is altogether too large. Wither 
officials are negligent or the laws do not 
give them sufficient authority. Bs 

Few are the Americans who would turn 
away an alien asking for admission to the 
country, no matter how poor he was, so long 
as he was honest and was in good health, 
physically and mentally, and able to earn a 
living. There are no Americans who favor 
the admission of aliens who become public 
charges shortly after they reach here. No- 
_body asks that the taxpayers of this country 
should relieve European governments of the 
expense of caring for their paupers and 
criminals. 

The immigration officers should have at 
their command reasonably accurate infor- 
mation about the records of immigrants. 
They should know something of their past 
history—whether or not they have been pau- 
pers or criminals in their old homes. It will 
cost something to obtain that information, 
but not so much as it does to support the 
imbeciles and malefactors that Europe un- 
logis on this country. 


a THE THEATER ORDINANCE. 

The new theater ordinance is divided into 
two sections, the first governing theaters 
now in existence, the second governing the- 
aters hereafter erected. The latter is more 
strict in two or three particulars. Future 
playhouses must be built entirely of fire- 
proof construction, and be located so that 
they adjoin at least two public thorough- 
fares. They must be surrounded.on four 
sides by open spaces or fireproof passages 
at least eight feet in width. 

As one compares the new ordinance re- 
garding existing theaters with that in force 
‘at the time of the Iroquois fire one is struck 
with their similarity. The new ordinance 
does not cover many points the old one did 
not cover. On the subject of automatic 
sprinklers the old one might be considered 
the better of the two. In addition to re- 
guiring sprinklers in the paint, store, prop- 
erty, and dressing rooms, the old ordinance 
also provided for sprinklers above and below 
the stage.. The new one does not require 
them above the stage. However, not.a 
theater complied with the section in the old 
ordinance requiring sprinklers. 

Many will regret the failure of the council 
to compel the installation of the sprinkler 
system in the auditorium and over the stage

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY 


“Copyright: 1906: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


TR WILLIAM MACGREGOR, who has 
just been appointed governor of New- 
foundiand, is one of the most reé- 
markable men of the British colonial 
service, both physically and intel- 

lectually, and indeed his herculean strength 
has contributed in no small degree to im- 
press ‘the savages over whom he hae been 
called to rule im the past with a sense of the 
power of the British empire. 

No more remarkable illustration-of his 
muscular force can be given than the feat 
which led the late Queen Victoria to bestow 
upon him the Albert medal, granted to civil- 
fans for acts of extraordinary gallantry 
which in the army or navy would have won 
the Victoria cross. In fact, the Albert medai, 
which Sir William is the only colonial gov- 
ernor to wear, may be looked upon as. the 
civilian counterpart of the Victoria cross. 


It took place while he was high ocommis- 
sioner and administrator of Wg vores pos- 
sessions in the Pacific, with headquarters 
at Suva, the capital of Fiji. The Syria, with 
a shipload of Indian coolies on board, had 
gone aground at some distance from Suva. 
The only way by which the vessel, which 
was stuck on a reef at the foot of a preci- 
pice and being pounded to pieces by the 
‘surf, could be reached was by means of 


| ropes and by a broken mast which had fall-

Sir William 
caused himself to be let down by a rope, 
caught the knot of the woman's hair in his 
teeth, and with his hands seized the two

Then he wrote his report of the disaster 
and of the rescue.

Sir Willlam is a Scotch physician hailing 
from, Glasgow, and after holding the posi- 
tion for a time of resident physician and 
superintendent of the’ Royal Lunatic asy- 
lum at Aberdeen he managed to secure an 
appointment as chief medical officer at the 
Seychelles islands, from which he was trans- 
ferred in a similar capacity to the Mauritius 
and also given gontrol of the governmént 
lunatic asylum there. Promoted to the post 
of chief medical officer of the Fiji islands, he 
eventually became governor of the colony 
and high commissioner for England's pos- 
sessions in the Pacific, taking an active part 
in the suppression of “ blackbirding "’—that 
is to say, the kidnaping of natives for com- 
pulsory work on plantations. The “ black- 
birding "’ was in those days a regular form 
of maritime trade'of the piratical order, 
those engaged therein being hunted down 
by the English authorities like pirates, and 
Sir William had many exciting adventures 
both by sea and on land in connection with 
his relentless war upon the “ blackbirders.”’ 

For seven years he was governor of British 
New Guinea, where there was plenty of 
fighting all the time with hostile native 
tribes and where he may be sald to have éar- 
ried his life in his hands. For the last five 
years he has been governor of Lagos and 
high commissioner for the native protec- 
torate on the west coast of Africa, where ne 
has shown ftmmense tact and judgment in 
dealing with the natives. His promotion to 
the governorship of Newfoundland comes to 
him a well earned reward after so many 
years\ spent in tropical climates doing yeo- 
man service for the British crown. 


. 

“ The bey of Tunis, who is now paying hés 
first state visit to the French capital since 
his accession to the throne two years ago, 
had often been at Paris while still heir ap- 
}parent. He is &.man of about fifty years 
of age, and, far from resenting the French 


on the contrary. approves of it, infinitely pre- 
ferring the suzerainty of France to that of 
the sublime porte, to which his country was 
formerly subjected. The French govern- 
ment assures him not only of the possession 
of his throne but likewise of the full ré- 
ceipt of his extensive revenues, keeping his 
subjects from rebelling and shielding him 
ce all foreign complications and interfer- 
ence. 

The honors with which he is being over- 
whelmed now at Paris have the ulterior 
object of showing the suitan of Morocco 
how far better off he would be if he were to 
consent without further trouble or objection 
to place himself and his turbulent country 
under the protectorate of France. in that 
event he would be free to spend his revenues 
as he wished, would experience none of the 
financjal embarrassments which are now the 
bane of his existence, and would be shielded 
not only from rebellion on the part of his 
own subjects but also from complications 
with foreign governments, such as the one 
in which he has been so recently involved 
with the United States. Moreover, he would 
be able to leave his dominions for the purpose 
of visiting Paris and other foreign capitals 
with the certainty that his throne would be 
safeguarded during his absence. Indeed, he 
might do far worse than join the half dozen 
or so sovereigns whom the French repuilic 
maintains in its pay and subject to its su- 
zerainty. 


Our Gallic friends are, indeed, a pro- 
gressive race. They have abandoned mon- 
archical forms of' government in France 
itself as anachronisms, and, in so far as 
‘home consumption is concerned, denounce 
them as institutions unsuited to this demo- 
cratic age. They regard them, however, as 
good for the government of less enlightened 
nations, especially semi-barbarous ones, and 
accordingly administer their great Indo- 


} Chinese dependency of Annam through an 


emperor of Annam, the nearby kingdom o 
Cambodia through the king of Comtniia 
and Tunis through the so called bey or sul- 
tan of Tunis. 

In the case of Tunis this method has proved 
an immense success, and today Tunis Is a 
far more satisfactory dependency of France 
than Algiers, being far more productive and 
not by a long way socostly. This is due to 
the fact that the administration !{s left to 
a great extent in the hands of the bey and 
his native cabinet, each native minister hav- 
ing a French adlatus, or adviser, while at 
the head of the French official world is the 
so called resident, who fills in Tunis a posti- 
tion analogous to that of Lord Cromer at 
Cairo. The present resident at Tunis is 
Stephen Pichon, the ex-journalist, who 
while French minister to China so distin- 
guished himself during the siege of the lega- 
tions at Pekim. I may add that the bey of 
Tunis has, according to popular report, a 
strong strain of French blood in his veins; 
his maternal grandfather having been a 
Corsican renegade.

AMONG THE NEW BOOES. | 

“THE MICMAC,” by 8S. Carleton (Henry 
Holt & Co,), is a cleverly conceived and 
well written story, in which equal deference 
is paid to nature worship and the inevitable 
social drama. All the actfon takes place 
in the virgin forests of Nova Scotia, where 
a young New York millionaire has spent 
his summer holidays since boyhood. Under 
the artificial conditions of city life he has 
fallen victim to the charms of a youthful 
widow, whose character is not widely differ- 
entiated from that of an.adventuress; but 
when she chances upon him in the big wogds 
his fancied loves cools into ashes, though 
in a momerit of temporary exaltation he 
proposes marriage. Soon after this episode 
the romantic fates lead him into a meeting 
with the daughter of bis only neighbor, and 
the indefinable kinship of nature kindles a 
human passion between the two. In the en- 
suing tragi-comedy, a great swamp inter- 
vening between his camp and the compara- 
tively palatial habitat of the girl plays an 
important part. The store of legend and 
tradition relating to the fens is utilized to 
add eerie touch, half mystic, half mere super- 
stition. | 

Considerable talent is displayed in the 
book. Gradually but surely the influence of 
the strange Micmac swamp grows upon the 
reader, until one fancies it to be endowed 
with almost personal qualities. It is a cap- 
ital story for summer reading, not too long, 
and yet of sufficient bulk comfortably to oc- 
cupy one’s attention for an afternoon. 

“Ss Carleton.” by the way, is the wife of 
Lieut. Col. Carleton Jones, secretary to the 
lieutenant governor of Nova Scotia. She 
lives in Halifax, and each year spends much 
time in the woods and on the lakesand rivers 
in the wildest part of Nova Scotia. Thus 
it {ts not difficult to perceive how she has 
been able to gather material for her fascinat- 
ing little volume. 


THE ROMANCE OF PISCATOR,” by 
Henry Wysham Lanier (Henry Holt & Co.), 
is dedicated to “‘ every one who has heark- 
ened to the siren song of the reel.”” To be 
sure, it is a dainty love idyll, but it ts also 
an inimitably pleasing discourse upon the 
delights of angling. In the part of hero is 
a young and handsqme man, who falls under 
the spell of what Stephen Gwynn calls the 
piscatorial craving.” In short, he is as 
enthusiastic and patient a fisherman as was 
that amiable person who accompanied dear 
old Izaak Walton on those loquacious ram- 
bles along the banks of the Dove three hun- 
dred years ago. 

But while Piscator is on one of his jaunts 
in quest of trout and landlocked salmon his 
inveterate allegiance to the gentlest of sports 
is disturbed by a beautiful young peri, whose 
father is also a devotee of rod and reel. 
Father and daughter are equally expert at 
angling, but the quarry of the former is 
fish, that of the latter men. So it is agreed 
between the two that the season shall be 
divided into alternate periods, in which they 
seek in turn the haunts of the finny tribe 
and the haunts of men. Thus it is that just 
,as Piscator is comfortably settled in the 
diversions of fishing and lovemaking that 
the peri and her doting father are whisked 
off to another place, leaving him to guess 
at their destination. Then the chase be- 
gins, and continues for ever so long, and 
eventually—but why tell about it here? 
Half the fun of fishing and half the fun of 
novel reading lies in anticipation. But we 
must say a good word for the peri’s papa, 
who was always overjoyed when Piscator 
turned up, oblivious of the young man’s de- 
fection from angling and his growing fond- 
ness for the peri.

FILE ANSWER TO HOLMES & CO. 


Chicago Underwriters’ Association At- 
torneys Say Firm Broke Anti-Re- 
bating Rules, Which It Signed. 


Attorneys for the Chicago Underwriters’ 
association have filed an answer in the in- 
junction case of Frank F. Holmes & Co. re- 
straining the association from Radeon the firm 
on the charge of rebating in placing the 
Cook county insurance. 

The assertion is made in the answer in 
Judge Brentano's court that the association 
is a voluntary one, its members being amen- 
able to its rules, and that to these Holmes & 
Co. subscribed. The association denies the 


transaction. The demand is made that Mr. 
Holmes produce his books and contract to 
show the relationship of Daniel D. Healy 
to the firm. Mr. Holmes in his bill stated 
that during the Cook county deal Mr. Healy 
was a member of the firm, but that afterward 
the executive committee of the underwrit- 
ers’ association declared him ineligible, The 


does not consider Mr. Healy ever was a bona 
fide member of the Holmes firm. The attor- 
neys declare Mr. Holmes personally is re- 
sponsible for all acts of his firm. 

The association explains the method pursued by 
Holmes & Co. in making a bid for the county in- 
surance, holding that\a rebate was necessary, as 
the county was not billed for the full premium. 
The act is described in the answer as *‘ unfair and 
unconscionable.’ The association avers Mr. 
Holmes is thoroughly familiar with its rules as to 
violations, having served on the investigating com- 
mittee. The allegation is made that he aiways 
Was exacting in the matter of infractions and in- 
sisted that members be tried when charges were 
preferred. 

Follow!ng the Iroquois theater fire, the answer re- 
cites, there was a general revision of requirements 
as to conditions of various properties in the way 
of fire preventive apparatus and a correction of de- 
fects. The charge is made that Mr. Holmes was 
Q@ware that the defects in the county properties 
and the genera! increase in rates everywhere would 
result in a higher rate on the county insurance. 
It is recited that he made many visits to the 
superintendent of ratings, with blue prints and 
other data as to the property. It is held that Mr. 
Holmes was aware of the new schedule and had 
knowledge that the rates were to be revised and 
‘increased before the bids were to be opened. Not- 
withstanding this knowledge, the charge is made 
that he put in his bid at the old rates, protected it 
by giving @ rebate, and thus, to the 
association, violated its rules.
